The annual convention of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church of Massachusetts, 
has taken an advanced step towards a 
broader church polity and away from 
bigoted exclusiveness, iu the election of 
Rev. Phillips Brooks, D. D., to the bish- 
opric of that diocese. Dr. Brooks is the 
eloquent rector of Trinity Church, Bos- 
ton, one of the largest, most influential 
aud wealthiest of all the churches of 
that denomination in the state. He is 
broad, “low church” and progressive of 
nature aud speech, and the exclusive 
“high church" and ritualistic stand in 
opposition to him and his election, while 
they admire and honor the man. The 
trend of New England thought is clear- 
ly towards a broader liberalism than bas 
characterized the past in religious or

As preliminary to the divorce, the 
counsel of Prof, Peck placed before Judge 
Staples the following paper as evidence 
of his marriage to Mrs, Lake: 


MARRIAGE CONTRACT. 

We. the undersigned. hereby enter into co-

union continues or is dissolved.
